Inducement to Gambler*. 
' "The Spanish, metibod o£ raising; 
taxes," observed a gentleman who liaxl 
just returned from Cuba, "are some- 
what in advance o£ anything in our own 
country: 
In nearly all the taxes •lerr- 


icd there is a special prize for certain 
persons -who pay 'taxes, arranged eo 
that all taxpayers stand an equal 
chance of securing the same, or. at 
least, they suppose they d'o. 
"It is a kind of lottery attachment to 


.tax collections. 
Each twentieth, thir- 


tieth or fiftieth payer gets a. prize or 
diwvbapk, by a schedule which is ar- 
ranged'by the authorities, daily, 'or 
•weekly. Persons who have no prop- 
erty pay taxes just the same as those 
who have, through 'the royal Havana 
'lottery, which is run by. the govern- 
ment. The police sell the tickets, ant 
every person has to buy ooe atleastonce 
a -week. For this ticket fey pay aboul 
what would "Be in our money 12 
cents. They stand, to win prizes all 
the w»y from the capital, which is the 
largest, prize flown, to a prize-tea times , 
as large as the price of the ticket. For 
instance, $35,000 worth of tickets are 
sold every week. Of thiis the author-, 
ities are willing to pay bade some 
weeks $5,000 and alternate weeks $10,- 
000 in the way of prizes. 


"The Cubans are gamblers born, and- 


they rush after these tickets as regu- 
larly and with the avidity they go after 
their morning coSee and brandy. While 
they can't always get just the particu- 
lar number tii«y want, they can. get 
numbers near to it .or that end or begin 
with th« numbers they desire to hold. 
They know, that there will be some 
prizes come out of the wheel, for the 
government.knows that the scheme 
would fail unless there were returns 
in- the shape of pr? zes. The members of 
the royal family or persons in position 
are always remarkably lucky in the 
matter of drawing the capital prizes— 
that is, the prizes of the larger sums— 
nnd, 
curiously- -enough, there is not 


much kicking about this. The police 
require even the street tramps to buy 
at least on« ticket a week. It does 
not need much effort, however, for the 
rvverage man and woman in and about 
Havana are boun'd to have a ticket even 
if they have to forego a meal or two to 
get it. 
Now and then, of course, the 


street tramp draws a prize, and he is 
thus encouraged to invest again. 


"The weeklv drawings are entirely 


independent oi tihe monthly or grand 
drawings, when the capital prize some- 
times runs upas high as $10,000 in Span- 
ish money. 
. 
"Oiton I have sie'en th'e priests 01 


churches -selling lottery tickets from a 
stand erected just outside the churches. 
The churches in this way pay their own 
taxes, the sale taking place after each 
of the morning services on Sunday. 
By this means the g-ovenunrait raises a 
very large amount of. money. 
The

very attractive, ond people pay a. great 
deal of money; without" evefl^knowing

A SWKEPISG DECISION. 


The constitution of the State of Cali- 


fornia declares the use of all water ap- 
propriated and for sale, rental or dis- 
tribution to bo u public use, subject to 
the regulations and control of the State 
in the manner to be prescribed by law, 
provided that the rates, or compensa- 
tion to be collected by^any person, 
company or corporation for the use of 
water supplied to any city and county, 
or city, or town, or the inhabitants 
thereof, shall be fixed annually by the 
Board of Supervisors in the month of 
February of each year and take effect 
on the 1st of July thereafter. The 
statutes provide that any Board of 
Supervisors, or other legislative body 
of any city and county, or any city, 
o"r town," which shall fail or refuse to 
perform any of the duties prescribed 
by this act, among which are fixing the 
water rates in the month of February 
of eaoh year, shall be deemed guilty of 
malfeasance in office, and upon con- 
viction thereof, at the suit of any in- 
terested party, in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, shall be removed 
from office. 
The Board of Supervisors of San 


Fraucisco refused to fix the water rates 
last February. George K, Fitch, an in- 
terested party, brought suit to oust the 
Supervisors for direct violation of the 
constitution. The case was tried be- 
fore Judge Wallace of the Superior 
Court, who rendered a judgment re- 
moving all the members of the Board 
from office. 


The court found that two members 


of the Board had endeavored to fix the 
water rates according to law, bat were 
overruled by the majority, but it is the 
unlawful conduct of the Board and not 
the conduct of the individual members, 
whether lawful or unlawful, that has to 
be considered. While this may seem 
harsh, as not distinguishing between 
innocent and guilty persons, it is the 
clear purpose of the statutes, which in 
this respect reiterates the principal and 
declared purpose or the constitution, 
which is understood to be that the pub- 
lic right must be maintained irrespect- 
ive of consequences to ensnu to in- 
dividuals, even though such individuals 
be personally blameless in the matter. 
A provision of like character is applied 
by the constitution to the Supreme 
Court. The minority of that, court 
may surfer because of the inaction of 
the majority, as each member is, by the 
constitution, denied bis salary so long 
as any case submitted shall remain un- 
decided for the period of ninety days. 
The court consists of seven members, 
and the concurrence of at least four is 
necessary to decide any case. If four 
fail to concur the constitutional con- 
sequence is visited upon ail alike, even 
though throe, it may be, may have 
been ready to decide. The minority 


- suffer for the failure of the majority, 
and this is the rule Judge Wallace 
applies to the members of the Board of 
Supervisors. 


WILLIAM J. BRYAN addressed over

Bank of England at a semi-annual 
meeting of the bank officials said yes- 
terday that it wns permissible for the 
Bank of England to hold silver to the 
amount of one-fifth of its note issue, 
uuder the act of 1844, providing al- 
ways that the .French mint is again 
opon to the free coinage of silver and 
the prices at which silver is procur- 
able and salable are satisfactory.

Governor stated that the bank had no 
negotiations with the United States 
Monetary Commissioners and that no 
silver had beon purchased. The Nat- 
ional Zeiiung of Berlin referring to the 
decision of the Bank of England says:

CABBAGE 
LICE — A 
PREVENTIVE 


MEASURE 


[Newspaper Bulletin No. 25.] 


During the present season cabbages 


throughout tho True-ken valley have 
been very eeriouuly injured by plant 
lice, one species of which infests cab- 
bages and allied plants very generally 
throughout the United States. 


Several other insects, also, prey 


upon the cabbage in this locality, but 
none seem to do the crop such per- 
manent injury as the lice. These ap- 
pear very early in the season and 
owing to their very rapid multiplica- 
tion they are able to keep all but tho 
strongest plants nearly cofered by 
them throughout the season. 
The 


result ia the plants are stunted, the 
leaves curl and finally wither. The 
youngest and tenderest leaves are 
usually worst affected, often wholly 
preventing tho formation of the head. 


It is too late in the eenjon to at- 


tempt any well defined efforts towards 
the benefit of the present crop. Such 
a course will be outlined at the begin- 
ning of another season when the need 
of 
such information will make it 


more acceptable and useful than if 
given now. 


Tbe purpose of the present bulletin, 


however, is to call the attention of 
those interested to the' importance of 
removing from the field at the close 
of the present season every trace of 
cabbage whether it be leaf, head or 
root. Many of the lice will live over 
winter if they can find a bit of cab- 
bage plant upon which to subsist. 
They are then ready for the first young 
plants pet in The spring. 


If the same ground is to bs reaet 


a following year such a course is most 
imoortant. If adjacent ground is to 
be used it is still important because 
many of tho lice have wings, per- 
mitting their 
spread to adjoining 


fields at least. It is due to this fact 
that we are not to expect to wholly 
prevent the attack of the future crop 
by tlie insects. Yet such a course 
cannot fail to be of great benefit, par- 
ticularly in delaying the appearance 
of tho pest the following year, until 
tlie plants have become sufficiently 
£trcns> to resist ttiem. 


Furthermore, it is not always suffi- 


cient to remove refuse cabbages alone. 
These insects, while pests of tbe cab- 
bage preferably, yet feed also upon ua 
near allies, cauliflower, rutabaga, tur- 
nip and radish, also upon yellow or 
field mustard, a common weed every- 
where. All traces of these plants as 
well as those of cabbage, should thus 
not only be removed, but burned.

THE FLOOR OF A CHURCH. 


The Source from Which the Design 


ot the Stars and Stripes Came. 


The origin of national flags would be 


a deep, unfath.orma.bly deep sulbject in 
most cases, but our flag-, the stars and 
stripes, is so young in this old world 
that it is possible to find outagood deal 
about its origin; still even as to ours we 
can. only guess how in its first form it 
came to be just as it was, but the guess 
is so well founded that it ought to sat- 
isfy Yankees seeking- the source of the 
Yankee flag, The first flag of the limited 
States of America was raised by Wash 
ington at Cambridge, Mass., January 
2, rr<6. It consisted of 13 stripes, al- 
ternate red and white, with a blue field 
Pinblazoned with the crosses of St. 
George and St Andrew. The next year 
congress substituted 13 white stars for 
the congress. Now in, Worthiamptoh- 
sliire, in England, in. a village called 
Great Brington, is an old cliurch con- 
taining the tomb of one ol (Jeorge 
Washington's ancestors. 
It is in/ 


scribed to the -memory of Laiwrence 
Washington, who died in. 1616, leaving 
behind him (this ia on the tomb, mind 
you) eight sons and nine, daughters. 
Two of these sons emigrated to Amer- 
ica, and from one of tiheni descended 
our g-ieat man. Several of the Wash- 
ington family of the same generation 
are buried here, and the Washington 
coat of arms is engraved on one, bear- 
ing am inscription to "13hz. Washing- 
ton.," who died in 1023. Now on this* 
coat of arms Appear three stars, with 
the stripes or bacrs beneath them. No 
one could see it witihoutbeingreminid- 
ed of the "star spangJecl banner." Un- 
doubtedly when Washington was ar- 
ranging to raise tbatflag at Cambridge, 
and arranging the flag too, he *ook the 
idea of the stripes from hfs own old 
coat of arms. Not wantingto make the 
new banner too personal, so to speak, 
he kept in the blue field ami tihe crosses, 
used in the British flag, but congress, 
when it took up the subject, was pleased 
to follow the old coal, of mrrat, that be- 
lo,nged to the great general, who was 
fighting lor them, aind substituting the 
beautiful stars for the crosses that the 
redcoats, carried.

took a diee]> interest in all these traces 
oi the Washington family HI England, 
and ho once said- "The source of the 
design of tho American flag lies on the 
old floor of Bring-Urn church." He had 
a copy of the cont of arms made by a 
local mason, in native stone.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

He was driven to a neigh- 
boring town, where a train was board 
ed. After a ride of. a few hours the 
man took tho child from the train, anc 
gave'him to an old woman, to keep 
This woman, seemed to 'have fctrict in- 
structions about allowing young Wil- 
son to play with, other boys, or go 
from the premises. He remembers tha' 
the old woman lived near a large river 
During Uic four years or more tha 
Wilson was in the custody of the old 
woman, he was kept locked in a dark 
ened room most of the time. One daj 
he saw two men enter the yard, ant 
although he was locked/ securely in his 
room, he heard a great quarrel between 
the men and the old woman. From 
the conversation which he heard, h 
gained the belief that these two met 
were his friends or relatives. Short! 
after this occurrence, the strange man 
who had stolen him, put in his appear 
aiice, and the boy was taken to a coun 
try place. 


From this time on the abductor never 


again made his appearance. Wilson's 
memory does not furnish him the loca- 
tion of his new home, but it was but a 
few years until the family removec 
to Indianapolis. Sickness arid poverty 
soon compelled his foster parents to 
place him in the Catholic orphanage asy 
lum at Vincennes, Ind. He ^TOS now a' 
an age when he began to realize his 
peculiar situation.

30 years, his hope- has begun to wane 
and he walks the streets with the ap 
pearance of being a broken-hearted 
man. 
He possesses remarkable natura 


intelligence, and leads a life that wins 
the admiration of those who know him 
He has, never married. 


The father of the lost Charley Eoss 


of Philadelphia, recently paid MT. Wil 
son a visit, and although, the circtira 
stances of tho two abductions were sim- 
ilar, it was well established that Wil 
son «aa not Charley Eoss. Tieing i 
man of seme sentiment and natural re 
finement, Wilson realizes the spdno&s oi 
bis fate. His outcast state has <R eighei 
heavily upon him, and those who would 
measure his misery con do so by imagin 
ing themselves in his place,—Cincin- 
nati Enquirer.
